Justice Bixby set down the ex- 
amination for to-morrow, meanwhile committing 
Beckwith witbout bail. The temptation of un- 
limited opportunity afforded Mr. Babbitt's em- 
ployes is acarcely less remarkable than the means 


and details of the vast embezzlement. The his-. 


tory of the growth of Mr. Babbitt’s business bas 
been marked by several betrayals of confidence. 
The head of the house apparently is not the 
thoroughgoing man.of business that his wonder- 
ful success in accumulating money would indi- 
cate. He commenced soap-boiling many years 
ago, and, as he says, with no other busivess 
theories than cash sales of good goods at small 
profits. His trade organized iteelf and weather- 
ed vanics, trade depressions, and the dishonesty 
of confidential clerks. 

After Mr. Babbitt had reaped a large fortune 
from bis soaps, he was seized with the fever of 
invention, and for vears past has spent more 
time in perfecting his model canal- boat than in 
commerce. To this end he built extensive ma- 
ohine shops near Utica a few years ago, and, be- 
sides their costing him a third of a million dol- 
lars, he is indebted to them for bis introduction 
to Beckwith, who us netive of Utica. It was 
in one of the intervals in which Mr. Babbitt was 
trying to repair the damage done his soap busi- 
ness by the default of his last confidential clerk 
that Beckwith’s fitness for the place was 
pressed upon his attention, and, although he 
had determined nover again to trust a clerk, he 
employed Beckwith. This was early in 1868. 
The new clerk proved to be all that he was said 
to be iv his bookkeeping and faculty of manag- 
ing extensive business tions. Within a 
few weeks of his engagement, Mr. Babbitt had 
so far recovered his trust in human nature 
that Beckwith was ictrusted with almost un- 
checked control of the soap-bouing ochee and 
factory. 

The proprietor had exacting notions of the 
amount of work to be done by his empioyes, 
but Beckwith soon persuaded bim that a book- 
keeper and cashier was needed to rank as third 
in commaud. Mr. Babbitt's ola friend Tomlia- 
son, of Memphis, introduced the needed man in 
the person of Thomas Lewis, a young Enghsb- 
mao of very eugaging address, who bad earned 
au exalted reputation for Dusiness capacity dur- 
ing his sojourn in Memphis. With two such 
valuable assistants, Mr. Babbitt was afforded 
plenty of time for his inventions, and his ab- 
sence from 69 Wasbiugton street were both fre- 


quent and prolonged. Beckwith, who controlled 


the cash account, was always well furvished 
with checks signed in blanks, and when Mr. 
Babbitt was in the office, scarcely less than in 
his absence, Beckwith exercised almost un- 
umited control of the business. Lewis’ funo- 


tions were supervising purchases aud keep- 


ing the books. j 

e trade in soap suffered no falling off from 
1868 until 1871. In the fall of the latter year 
things began to go badly. The volume of busi- 
ness was undiminished, but for some reason au 
auusual number of agents were short in their 
settiements, profite decreased, and the books 
footed up loss for the year. The business of 
1872 resulted, even more disastrously. Between 
70 and 73 Mr. Babbits put $320,000 addiuional 
capital into the business, instead of adding that 
amonnt to bis bank aceount. This sarming 
condition of affairs, however, did not excite bis 
suspicion. If he examined the books at all they 
were so fairly made up that he was forced to the 
oonolusiou that bad times alone caused the dis- 
crepancies. 

lf Mr. Babbitt had taken the trouble to in- 
quire into the habits of his clerks, perhaps his 
sense of security would have had an earlier 
awakening. Little could have been said against 
the social propriety of Beck sith, but Lewis was 
leading avery fast life. He was known to an 
extensive circie of fast men as Beau Lewis. He 
imitated Col. James Fisk in bis osteatatious die- 
play of weaith, and he resembled his exemplar in 
his fondness for the fair sex. He was a mine 
of fatness to restaurauteurs and barkee ers, 
giving expensive dinners frequently and makiug 
champagne corks fly with reckless javishness. 
The settlement of his bar bills was a process of 
triumpuant satisfaction to bim. No delight 
seemed so poiguaut to him as that of prodacing 
a plethoric ro of greenbacks, smoothirg them 
out carefully so as to display the notes of large 
denomivation of which be was usually supplied 
with enough to aggre ate thoutands of dollars. 

In April, 1873, Mr. Babbitt had to go to Onbica- 
go to attend to a suit against one of his agents 
who bad failed, owing bim $25,000, While there 
he was shown correspondence of Beckwith with 
the debtor, in which tue former referred to bis 
employer iu uncomplimeatary phrase. Mr. Bab- 
bitt then determived to discharge Beckwith, and 
ov bis return he consulted with Lewis to that 
end. The latter was somewhat disconcerted at 
tirst, but, reco.ering his self-possession, he ad- 
vised Mr. Babbitt not to act basiily, as a digmis- 
sal would injure Beckwith’s chances of obtain- 
ing employment elsewhere. He promised to ob- 
lain the resignation of the latter within the 
month, and Mr. Babbitt left the matter in his 
hands. Beckwith resigned, and Lewis ruled in 
his stead. The last month of his stay with Mr. 
Pabbitt proved a ruinous one for Lewis. 
He had been boarding in expensive style 
in tne St. Nicholas Hotel. An old 
friond from the South, who had been instru- 
mental in bringing about Lewis’ prosperity, 
was also sojourning in the botei with his wife. 
One evéning pistol shots were exchanged by 
Lewis and his friend in the corridors. Nobody 
was hurt, and the event was hushed up; but 
hen the old friend went South again his wife 
Uid not accompany him. 

Bat Beckwith and Lewis must have doctored 
the books of the soap-boiling business thor- 
oughly before they gave them up. The man 
who succeeded them in charge found nothing to 
criticase. Mr. Babbit was groaning over steady 
loss, but bad reconciled himself to it, hoping 
for better times. Within the first six months 
after his change in mantging clerks he was 
agreeably surprised. Although the business 
had not increased in volume, nor the prices ma- 
teriaily altered. he found a balance of 6150, 000 
in bank, instead of having «a deticiency to make 
up as usual. This ied toa minuter examination 
of the books than had yet been given, but no 
fraud was discovered. 

Mr. Babbitt says that he had begun to enter- 
tain the opinion that Beckwith and Lewis had 
cheated him, but how exactiy he could not find 
out. He determined to let matters rock slong 
as usual for a vear and a half, and thereby strik- 
ing a balance between his profits for that time 
and the losses of the previous eighteen months 
he hoped to arrive approximately at the amount 
they had absorbed. In that time, too, he thought 
their suspicions would have become so entirely 
quieted that he would be better enabled to re- 
cover the money. This belief 1 to a oortain- 
ty about three months ago, w an entry was 
foundin the cash-book purpe to describe 
pavment for an invoice of tallow for which no 
voucher could be found. A se¢ond iuvestiga- 
tion of the books was begun, and the key to the 
frauds having been discovered their pecuiations 
were laid bare. They consisted of raising the 
amounts of bills for goods purchased, bills 
wholly fraudulent, inflation of weekly pay-rolis, 
charging excessive premiums on the purchase 
of gold. and excessive brokers’ fees. The ya- 
tied greatly in weekly amounts, the stealing of 
one week, however, amounting to $85,000. 

There can be no doubt that both the men were 
cognizant of the thefts. The opportunity was 
allorded by Mr. Babbitt’s over confidence in 
signing his usme to unlimited blank checks, 
Beckwith filled them out to suit himself. and be- 
tween them they made up such vouchers and 
fraudulent invoices ag were necessary to allay 
suspicion. | 


Lewis did not remain long in New York after | 


bie discharge by Mr. Babbitt, aad his wherea- 
bouts are unkoowo. That Beckwith remained 
here argues bis perfect confidence in their suc- 
cess in deluding Mr. Babbitt, His reputation 
lor integrity was so high that nat a few of his 
friends even now refuse to believe that bo has 
been guilty of anything wrong. i 
THE BENEDICT ROBBERY. 
New York Times, Jan. 4 
On last Friday morning Samuel and Ovington 
Benedict, com; rising the firm known as Benedict 
Bros,, reported at the Mercer Street Station and 
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at police headquarters tha tho moruine 
their jeweirystore under tne Central Hotel 
bad been cateréd by burglars and robbed of $199 
in money and jewelry valued at $3,000. The story 
then told by the proprietors to Detectives Reilly, 


Williamson, Doyle, and Sellick, of Central 


Office, and Capt. Van Dusen and Detective Slev- 
in, of the Fifteenth Precinct, was substantially 
as follows: That they both slept in the store at 
night, coming in by a door in the wooden pari- 
tion of the store which separates it from the 
reading-room of the hotel. On Thursday night 
Samuel Benedict came in at 12 o'clock and 
went to bed. Ovington Benedict came ia 
at 1:30 o'clock and also went fo bed. It 
was the duty of the one who came in last 


to lock the door in the partition and bolt it. 
Ovington assured the police that be did so. 
When tne clerk came in the morning be was sur- 
prised vo find the door in the partition open and 
the keys in the lock iuside. Both of bis employ- 
ers were apparently asleep, and were only 
awakeved after much exertion on the pert 
of the clerk.

THE PROSECUTION. 
„ JAMES DAVIs. 

Tho thir? day of the trial of Henry Davis, 
alias Turner, for the murder of Charles D. Why- 
land on the afterncon of Thanksgiving Day, 
was proceeded with before Judge Rogers in the 
Criminal Court yesterday. 

The attendance was very large, not u seat 
being unoccupied. Davis loosed quite cool 
during the day, and might easily have passed 
for an unconeernved spectator of the scene. He 
was. as usual, neatly attired. 

The examination of witnesses for the prose- 
cation was proceeded with as follows: 

James Davie was the first witness called for 
the people. He testified that he was steward at 
Kubos’ Hotel, aud had known Whyland and 
also Davis. He was in the St. Elmo restaurant 
directly after Whylaud was shot. Saw Davis. 
Saw Whyland leaning over the counter, and 
holding on to his paitner's arm. Davis went out 
of the restauraut through the bar. He after- 
wards foarncd that Whyland had been shot, 
and then went out of the front door and 
met the prisoner coming around Tux Trrrone 
office. Witness told him that he had shot Why- 
land and must surrender. Davis drew a pistol 
and threatened to shoot him. and he stepped out 
of the way and let him pass. He followed bim, 
and was joined by some of the waiters. Davis 
ran toward the Adelphi, and turned and*rao 
back closely followed. He returned to the res- 
tauravt, entering by the front door, and running 


through to the bar closely ‘followed. 
Witness tried to capture him, aud 
picked up a bottle and threw at 
him, Davis got behind the _  ice-box 


in the bar-room, and a general scufile ensued in 
the attempt to arrest him, in which Davis shot 
at the policeman. Witness at the time bad hold 
of Davis’ collar, the péliceman had hold of one 
arm. and the nead- waiter had hold of the other. 

Cross-eramination: He first sa Davis about 
midway the diving-room, followed him through 
the bar. and then retlaced his steps and came 


around to the front ot Tun Trrevxe Build- 
ing aud met lym. He tod Davis that 
he had shut Whvland. aud had 


better give himself up. Davis pulled out bis 
pistol, and threateued to shoot him, He turned 
from him, but afterwards followed him across 
Deamboru street and doun to the Adelphi. Davis 
tell in runging back t the restaurant, hut got 
up at once dnd continhed his flight. 
reached the restaurant, the witness was just be- 
bind hum, and saw him go back into the bar- 
room. Witness went into the kitehen to get a 
cleaver, and when he fame up found Davis be- 
hind the ice-box with a pistolin his band. He 
threatened to shoot auy one who laid hands on 
him, He heard the péliceman talking to Davis, 
and finally took hold pf him and assisted in his 


captare. 

Redirect: Davis = a pistol in his haod 
when he was runping in the street. The witness 
was asked whether Davis was ok or not, 
which Was objected to, and the objection was 
sustained. 

HENRY F. FECHTER, 
the policeman. who made the arrest, was called. 
Tbe States Attorney submitted to the witness 
the pistol with which Wbylend was shot, and 
which Fechter had taken from Davis. Mr. 
Reed desired the officer to unload the pistol, and 
he was allowed to retine for that purpose, as 
Lad to go to a gunsmith. .Meanwhile.

aged to fire at bim, but 1 bit bim; then 
witness scuffled with Da who still held the 
pistol, and called for belp. which came ; two or 
three men, the and others, assisted 
him io throwing Dais on the floor and rap ow 
ing him; he conyéyed the prisoner to the 
Armory.

THE DEFENSE. 
WILLIAM EMMETT. 

At this point the prosecution rested, and wit- 
nessds for the defense. were called. William 
Emniett was first called, but did not put in an 
appearance, although the Court waited his com- 
ing for nearly half an hour. 

Recess was taken until half-past 1 o'clock. 

Tne case being resumed, William Emmett, 

well-known minstrel, was the first witness 
ei for the defense. He knew Davis 
first in 1869, in New York, where he was 
then. working in Aleott’a livery stable. 
He ¢omplained of being sick at the stable, and 
witness said he had a room in his house which 
he could occupy; he came there, and, after 
three days, he called in a doctor; he was sick 
six weeks with typhoid fever; after the first six 
or sven days he was delirious for five or six 
weeks; be remained delirious until within a 
week of his getting up and going out; his hair 
fell Gut, and they thought he would die; all he 
could understand from him was that he felt 
thankful, and some day when he got money 
he would pay witness; he had a dread 
of ‘going to the hospital, and be 
(withess) kept impressing. wpon him that he 
would not be sent there; he was sick during 
June and July, 1869; previous to his illness. 
Davis, so far as be know, was cheerful; he had 
not xDown him long before he was sick; was in- 
timately acquainted with David after his illness; 
the prisoner actedin a singular manner; once

Sr. Patz, Mino., Jan. 5.—The libel suit of 
William Pfaender, State Treasurer-elect, against 
Henry Hurter, present Deputy State Treasurer, 
growing out of a publication by the latter in 
August last, charging that Pfaender in 41871 was 


induced to withdraw from the contest for the 


nomination for Treasurer, leaving the field clear 
for Seeger, by Munch, then Treasurer, and Seeger’s 


son-in-law, furnishing lumber to — Pfaender 


in the lumber business, and mising him a 
loan from the public funds, w ich he received, 
went to the jury to-day. After about an hour's 
considerfetion the jury returned a verdict for 
defeadant. Upon this the Democrats threaten 
this evenlog to introduce a resolution 
in tho Legislature demanding Pfaender’s 
resignation. It was shown incidentally en the 
trial that during Soeger’s thirteen months as 
Treasurer over $200,000 of State funds were 
loaned to private individuals and firms, mostly 
temporary, | and to residents of this city. Pfaen- 
der's point in the libel suit was that his trans- 
actions with Munch aod Seeger were in the ordi- 
nary course of business, heving no reference to 
the Tregsury or public funda, note for mon- 
eys due Munch, in possession of tue bondsmen 
who made good the Munch-Seeger defalcation, 
was produced, and went to the jury. One of the

Tue foreign news of this morning contains 


several items relative to the Turkish provin- 
cial imbroglio. ‘The Prince of Montenegro, 
desirous of having a brush with his natural 
enemy, the Porte, has sought counsel of the 
Emperor of Russia, and been advised that 
neutrality is his (the Prince’s) best hold. It

THE NATIONAL REPUBLICAN CONVEN. 
Oi. 
A dispatch from Washington indicates that 
Chicago will probably be selected as the lo- 


eality of the National Republican Conven- 
tion next summer. This is the proper thing 


| todo. There are no good reasons why it 


should not be held here ; on the other hand, 
there are many reasons why it should. This 
city and the State of Illinois have no particn- 
lar preference fora President and are not 
championing any candidate’s cause. The 
delegates from the other Statés can come 
here with the confident assurance that there 
wiil be no undue pressure for any candidate. 
There will be no interference with the pros- 
pects of candidates from other States. . There 
will be no political propaganda here, and no 
advantage taken of local enthusiasm to urge 
a special candidate, as might happen in other 
places having a strong partisan feeling foi 
their own citizens as candidates. The State is 
already satisfied with its successin furnish- 
ing two great Presidents. 

If Illinois furnishes the candidate again, it 
will be because the delegates from the other 
States shall select one of her citizens of their 
own free choice. The delegates can, there- 
fore, come here as free from local influence as 
in amy other part of the United States. They 
will receive a cordial welcome here, and the 
people of Chicago and of Illinois will heartily 
indorse their action if it is well taken. This 
is the only feeling the Republicans of Ilinois 
have in the matter.

But above all other 1easons, the one we first 
enumerated, namely, the freedom from local 
pressure that the delegates will enjoy here, 
should conclusively settle the locality for the 
meeting of the Convention. 


THE TAX TROUBLES AND THE REMEDY. 
It is now determined that there is no relief 
for inequalities. of the assessment of 1875 
except as individuals may seek it in the courts 
at their own risk and cost. The Citizens’ As- 
sociation has very properly refused to take 
charge of any case with reference to past as- 
sessments. The grievances are individual, 
and the remedies must be sought in individu- 
al actions, since the County Board and Com- 
mon Council, and the attorneys of both, have 
decided that there is now no relief short of 
the courts. Each person, therefore, who 
feels that he is sufficiently agzrieved to war- 
rant the expenses of a lawsuit must contest 
the assessment for himself. But the very 
fact that there is no relief except in the 
courts, and perhaps not there, should prompt 
every citizen to do his share in the way of 
averting a recurrence of the outrage. It is 
well, therefore, that the whole case should be 
defined for future reference. Theoutrage it- 
self consists of the inequality of the assess- 
ment, which is threefold, and as follows: 

1. A disproportion of the personal to the 
real assessment in the South Division. In 
former years the real property was assessed 
at five-sixths of the aggregate value and the 
personal at one-sixth; in the present levy 
more than one-third of the whole valuation is 
in personal property, and less than two-thirds 
in the real property,—houses and lands. 

2. There has been a discrimination in the 
three towns. That is, the proportion of the 
personal valuation in the North and West 
Divisions is only about one of personal to 
five for real property, while in the South 
Division it is, as stated, more than one to two, 
which shows that the South Division was 
assessed more than double for personalty. 

3. The other inequalities, and those which 
bear most heavily, are individual, and permit 
many to escape assessment altogether, w hile 
others are assessed at double what they 
ought to be. 

These are the evils. The cause is to be 
found in the system and the incompetent 
character of the men to whom the assessment 
is intrusted. The radical remedy is to be 
looked for in the abolition of the system and 


+ the substitution of one which will assure a 


uniformity of assessment. The Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation has very sénsibly drawn the attention 
of the voters to the fact that there will be 
another assessment before the system can be 
changed. Town officers will be ballot-box- 
stuffed next spring, and proceed under the 
present law to the assessment and collection 
of taxes as usual. For the current year, 
therefore, the only remedy lies with the peo- 
ple themselves, who must give as much time 
and thought to the next town election as any 
general election. Both political parties 
should put good men in nomination, and 
leave the bummer element out altogether ; 
the good citizens must take possession of the 
polls and exclude the repeaters and the ballot- 
box stuffers. If competent men can be 
selected for the three Assessors, the tronble 
may be bridged over until permanent relief 
can be afforded. The permanent relief itself 
is to be found in the following measures: 

1. By voting at the next general election in 
the fall Against the continuance of Town- 
ship Organization,” as provided by the State 
Constitution. 

2. By securing from the State Legislature 
next winter the creation of an office of County 
Assessor, with a subordinate organization 
and a system similar to the city organization 
and system of assessing property previous to 
the adoption of the act of 1872, which will 
assure uniformity. 

Though the Citizens’ Association is power- 


less as to the injustice and inequality of the 


present assessment, it can be of great assist- 
ance in the future. It can fasten the atten- 
tion of the public to the importance of the 
spring election, and it can prepare the neces- 
sary preliminaries for voting the county out 
of township organization and for securing the 
passage of the law providing a County As- 
sessor. The Association ought to interest it- 
self with these measures, and spare no pains 
to carry them through.

A SLANDER REJTERATED. 
A day or two since we referred to the gra- 


tuitous slander upon the Republican party 
made by the Jnter-Ocean, in its assertion 
that reconstruction had been a failure,” and 
exposed its falsity and baseness. Since that, 
the Jnter-Ocean returns to its slander on the 
Republican party and reiterates it.

If, through the ignorance and 
incapacity of the freedmen upon the one 
hand, and the corruptions and rascalities of 
carpet-baggers upon the other, whom by the 


way that concern has encouraged and sustained, 


the blackB have broken down in the attempt, 
it is simply puerile to lay the blame upon 
the Republican party of the North, and no 
one but a fool or a knave would doso. 80 
far as there is any point to the articles in 
question, they are a direct attack upon the 
President, the two Vice- Presidents, —Cotrrax 
and Wi1s0on,—upon the Republican Senate 
and Republican House, upon the whole Ad- 
ministration, and upon the general leadership 
of the party all over the North. The only 
dereliction of which the Republican party 
canbe guilty is in its failure in the passage 
of laws and constitutional amendments to 
secure and expedite the work of reconstruc- 
tion, and the enforcement of these laws, 
thereby securing the Southern blacks and 
carpet-baggers the means of reconstruction. 
But there has been no failure in this respect. 
The organ cannot lay its finger upon a 
measure necessary to reconstruction that has 
not been furnished or a law that has not been 
enforced, with the aid of the Federal courts 
where it was possible, and with the military 
arm of the Government where the courts 
have been unable to enforce their processes. 
The base attack of the J.-O. upon the 
Administration and the Republican party is

reads like the complaint of some scalaag 


ratore as the course of that reckless sheet

OFFICIAL COMPLICITY IN REVENUE 
FRAUDS. | 


The letter of Mr. Wooparp, published 
elsewhere, was written upon a very blunder- 
ing misunderstanding of the spirit and let- 
ter of the editorials of this paperas to the 
relative criminality of the whisky manufac- 
turers and the officials by whose connivance 
and assistance the frauds upon the revenue 
were coinmitted. 

The point made by Tun Tamer was that, 
under the law, the Government practically 
manufactured the whisky; that the distillers 
farnished the machinery, and the raw ma- 
terial, and the labor; and that the Govern- 


ment took absolute rge of the whole 
product, which it hel until it received its 
tolls, Consequently/it was infpossible to 
put on the market any whisky on which 
the tax was not paid, unless by the 
connivance and consent of the Government's 
own corrupt and treacherousagents. This is 
as true in Chicago as it is in every other part of 
thecountry. It being impossible to sell whisky 
on which the tax was not paid without the 
oonnivance and permission of the Govern- 
ment officers, it follows from the fact that 
such whisky was sold that there was official 
connivance. The evidence in the St. Louis 
cases established that the officials in that city 
organized their Ring, including high Govern- 
ment officers at Washington, before there was 
any illicit distillation; that they proposed it 
to the distillers; that the establishments 
which refused to be dishonest were subjected 
to all manner of official interference and per- 
secutions, and, being unable to manufacture 
honestly and compete with the others, were 
in a manner compelled by the Federal officers 
to become participants in the frands. Sub- 
stantially the same state of facts exist here 
and elsewhere. : 

Tue Cuicaco Tarox insists that the chief 
moral responsibility for this whole fraud rests 
upon the corrupt officials. This paper has 
not attempted to apologize for the distillers 
or refiners; their guilt is confessed, and we 
have never suggested or thought that they 
shauld not be well punished. What we have 
discussed is not the fact of the guilt of either 
party, but the degree of moral criminality, 
and we have insisted that the crime of the 
perjured officials has been far more heinous, 
morally, than that of the manufacturers. 
The Federal agents are the chiefs and princi- 
pals in the conspiracy. They are the sen- 
tinels who, false to their trust, have 
for money opened the gates to the ene- 
my, and have offered to the enemy to 
open the gates for money. Their crime is 
one involving all the d of moral turpi- 


‘tude. They have, for money, violated law, 


violated official duty, violated their oaths of 
office, betrayed the Government, and induced 
other comnut crime and share with them 
the pro@jeds of their iniquity.

| serve a punishment greater than that which 
should be meted out to the accomplices. 


THE PROPOSED MICHIGAN CANAL. 

We have given believers in the advisability 
of digging a ship-canal across Michigan, from 
the mouth of the Kalamazoo River to some 
point on the Detroit River or Lake Erie, a 
fair showing, by printing a number of letters 
in support of the project. 

It would no doubt be a marked advantage 
to have a broad and navigable water-course 
straight across the peninsula between Lakes 
Michigan and Erie. If the inliabitants of 
that section had created the State, they would 
doubtless have arranged to bring this about. 
All that would be needed is the erection of a 
couple of parallel ranges of hills and the 
subsidence of part of the valley be- 
tween them. But as Nature did not 
cause this and man cannot, the only 
way to make the improvement. now 
is to dam the rivers and dig a 
deep ditch clear across the peninsula. 
The ditch would have to be deep enough to 
float ships carrying from 1,000 to 1,200-tons 
of freight, for as soon as the improvements 
on the Welland Canal are finished, the trade 
of our great inland seas will be carried on in 
vessels of that burden. This would require a 
clear depth of at least 14 feet. The ditch 
should be large enough to allow two large 
vessels to pass each other. If only tarn-outs 
were provided, the delay and consequent ex- 
pense would be increased. At least a dozen 
locks on each side of the summit would 
have to be built. These, as well as all the 
rest of the work, would have to be construct- 
ed in the most substantial manner ible, 
for tugs would neceesarily be employed in 
drawing the vessels through from lake to 
lake, a distance of some 200 miles, and the 
wash from their paddles would speedily de- 
stroy anything but stone walls on the canal 
part of the route. After the canal and slack- 
water part had been constructed in this costly 
fashion, in all the necessary length, breadth, 
depth, and thoroughness, it would be in con- 
stant danger of running dry, especially in 
the very season, midsummer, when it would 
naturally be most needed and used. The 
puddles which are known as lakes along 
the projected course would be hard-taxed at 
any time to keep the great ditch full, and 
could not do so when the heat of 
summer was sucking their waters into 
the earth and evaporating it into 
the air. We will, however, suppose 
that the needed amount of water could be got 
on the upper levels in the dry season, Would 
the camal pay? The yearly revenue would 
have to pay interest on the cost of bonstruc- 
tion and meet the running expenses, inelud- 
ing the heavy repairs which every canal con- 
stantly needs. The only source of income 
would be tolls. If these were high, they 
would defeat their own object by preventing 
the use of the long and not straight ditch. 
If they were low, a cortain number of

One point remains. Where is the money 
to come from? This is no time to ask for 
subsidies from a nation already taxed almost 
beyond endurance. No subsidy could be got 
at Washington unless this scheme were joined 
with a number of others even more imprac- 
ticable in an omnibus bill,” and the whole 
thing was then carried through by active log- 
rolling. This would involve in the end 
hundreds of millions, and add the same to 
the national debt. The State of Michigan 
will not build the canal. No State in the 
Union could afford to enter into such 9 dubi- 
ous speculation. The only reasonable re- 
source is private capital: Who will furnish 
it? It is not necessary to proceed a step far- 
ther in the discussion until that question is 
answered.

MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENTS AND TAXA- 
TION, 

The Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
in New York City has fixed upon the finan- 
cial budget of that city for the year 1376. 
The aggregate of he estimated expenditures 
for the year was $34,898,000 ; but there were 
some minor sources of revenue which reduced 
the amount to be raised by taxation to $31,- 
000,000, against $32,867,000 for 1675. The 
apparent reduction has been telegraphed far 
and wide as a reduction of expenditures, but 


a reading of the debates of the Board previ- | 


ous to the adoption of the budget does not 
confirm the seeming retretichment. Every 
effort made to effect a reduction of sal- 
aries was voted down by the Board. 
The reductions made were generally in 
cases where the amount required was fixed 
by law, the seeming redactions amounting, 
in fact, to the creation of deficiencies. New 
York City has a t stem somewhat like that of 
Chicago,—that it, it makes all its current ex- 


penditures and collects the revenue to cover 


them afterwards. To do this it issues what 
is called revenue bonds, payable out of the 


taxes when collected. The persons assessed 


for personal taxes in New York are of two 
classes: 1. Those who pay their taxes 
promptly, and are allowed a discount for so 
doing. 2. Those who never pay their taxes. 
Adding the discount allowed for prompt pay- 
ment to the amount of personal tax not col- 
lected at all, there is a large annual deficit 
in the revenue from personal tax, and the def- 
icit is represented by the oustanding revenue 
bonds. In course of time these bonds accu- 
mulate, and in 1875, the Comptroller having 
no possible revenue with which to redeem 
them, issued $5,000,000 of long bonds in 
place of them, adding that much to the bond- 
ed debt of the city. 

In the City of Philadelphia an even worse 
system has prevailed. The Common Council 
has gone on making appropriations and paying 
therefor with city orders, adding during the 


| course of afew years many millions to the 


bonded debt and $15,000,000 to the floating 
debt of the city. The Council, under the 
corrupt “control of a Ring, has been reck- 
less in voting expenditures, and has sought 
to avoid attention by omitting to vote suffi- 
sient taxes to pay for them. This evil has 
beén supplemented by the failure to collect 
personal taxes. The result of all is repre- 
sented by the enormous floating debt. All 
this is the story of Chicago over again. In 
June we vote appropriations. In September 
the tax is levied, and in August of the next 
year we go through the form of collecting 
taxes. In the meantime we have incurred 
all the liabilities voted, and the tax-collec- 
tions fall far short of the amount appropri- 
ated. The deficit is represented by the 
Comptroller’s certificates, payable out of the 
taxes when collected. The accumulated def- 
ieits resulting from uncollected taxes now 
amount to several millions of dollars,—all 
bearing interest. 

It has been carefully estimated in various 
States that not over 28 per cent of the ag- 
gregate personal property is ever returned 
by the Assessor; the other 72 per cent is 
never found. Of the taxes on the personal 
property that is found, not over one-half is 
collected. Under these circumstances, 86 per 
cent of the personal property escapes taxa- 
tion. In the agricultural districts of States 
like Illinois, the live stock and other personal 
property on farms are assessed and the. tax 
thereon collected. The figures we have given 
are applicable to the country generally, and 
especially to large cities. 

The experience of all communities in this 
country is that the taxation of personal 
property, the most of which is invisible, is a 
failure in two particulars: (1) That four-fifths 
of it escapes assessment altogether ; and (2) 
that the portion which is taxed is taxed 
unequally, unjustly, and oppressively. The 
honest property-holder is made to bear the 
burden of his neighbors, and eight out of ten 
men avoid taxation. 

Unlike New York, Brooklyn, and Philadel- 
phia, Chicago has not the liberty to add to 
her funded debt, and thereby transfer to 
posterity the payment of the uncollected 
taxation of the present. We have no means 
to pay our floating debt except by taxation, 
and the floating debt itself is represented by 
uncollected taxes. The problemi of the day 
which perplexes and embarrasses all Munici- 


pal Governments is, how to make personal 


property bear ite share of general taxation. 
No man has ever yet discovered the means of 


producing such a result. The plan that has 


come nearest to establishing exact justice is 
that which proposes to abandon the vain at- 
tempt of taxing personal property altogether 
and resorting to asystem of tax by licenses. 

The amount of uncollected taxes now rep- 
resented by the floating debts of some of the 
cities may be thus stated: New York, 922, 
000,000; Brooklyn, $12,000,000; Philadel. 
phia, $15,000,000 ; Chicago, $4,000,000, —all 
of which is bearing interest, and all of which 
receives additions every year, or is passed 
over into the funded debts of the cities,

TRE COTTON-TAX STEAL. 

Mn. Coon (Dem.), of Georgia, is as fertile 
in the on of savory dishes for the 
Southern people as Dumas or Rossrnt for his 
own palate.

1. The North paid taxes during the prose- 
ention of the War, and on account of the 
War, by comparison with which this tax on 
cotton isa very small item. During all this 
time the South in rebellion was exempt from 
Federal taxation for the cost of which it had 
put upon the Government, So far from 
there being any special hardship in the tax, 
it fell short of atoning for the losses incident 
to secession, outside of the debt assamed, by 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 

2. During the term when the bulk of this 
cotton tax was levied, the price of cotton was 
very high, and the burden of the tax fell 
upon the consumer. It was not the South 
so. much as the North and the whole world 
that uses American cotton which paid this 
tax; so that, if there were any justice in the 
claim that it ought to be refunded (which there 
isn’t) it would not by rights go to the Con- 
federates. | 

3. No scheme of refunding could reach the 
planters who paid the tax directly nor those 


who paid it indivectly. One hundred millions 


of dollars would be taken out of the pockets 
of the tax-payers or added to the debt of the 
country, for the purpose of dividing it among 
the lobby, corrupt Congressmen, and profes- 
sional claim agents. Mr. Coox (Dem.) pro- 
poses that 5 per cent gold bonds shall be 
issued and turned over to the States in the 
proportion which they (?) paid, and allow 
them to distribute it. The effect of this 
would be to create State rings as well as a 
national ring, and spread the corruption far 
and wide. 

We have no means of knowing how much 
favor this rascally proposition: will receive 
from the Democratic Congress. We appre- 
hend there will be an insincere opposition to 
it among a certain class of Northern Demo- 
crats who will foresee its fatal effecton their 
prospects for electing the next President, 
and who will undertake to repress it for the 
present merely to revive it in the future 
when they shall have both Houses in Con- 
gress and a tractable President to sign any 
bills that may be passed.

A PARTY OUT OF ISSUES. 

„Work or die,” is the alternative presented 
to mam except in so far as an injudicious 
charity or a great inheritance saves him from 
both horns of the dilemma. Nothing saves a 
political party from the same dilemma It 
must work in order tolive. When it can find 
nothing which it is willing or able to do, it 
dies. And this is just what is the matter 
with the English Liberals. They went into 
power some years ago with an ample pro- 
gramme. There were jobs of reform in 
abundance. The party worked on them, and 
lived a vigorous life, They woke up one 
morning, however, to find that they done 
all the workon hand They had finished 
the contract given them by the peo- 
ple of Great Britain. Their leader took 
care of himself, and began to write pamphlets 
on ecclesiastical millinery and manners. The 
party, as a whole, was forced to give way to 
a new set of workmen. The nation had 
some jobs on hand, to be sure. It wanted a 
policy carried out which DALI described 
as one of common sewers for the common 
people.” But the Liberals were not wise 
enough to bid for this, and the Conservatives 
consequently got the work, which they have 
badly bungled. They, however, have used 
their chances to create some new tasks, in 
Egypt and elsewhere, and are in no im- 
minent danger of having no work to do. 
In fact, their only danger now seems 
to be that they will have too much to 
do.

Atpasy, N. I., Jan. 5.—Gov. Tilden, of New 
Tork, in his message to the Legislature, gives 
the income from tolls of the State canals during 
the fiscal year ending Sept. 30, 1875, at $1,902,- 
990.64; total disbursements on all canals in 
excess of tolls. 2335,044.95; tolls in excess of 
disdursements for ordinary repairs, $638,268.85. 
The falling off in the toll-receipts of the last 
fiscal year, as compared with those of 1874, is 
#1,021.977.28. The Governor comments upon 
this showing as follows: ‘ 

In this state of things it is obvious that your first 
measure should be to ascertain completely, and with- 
out unnecessary delay, thé financial condition of the 
canals; the state of contracis yet outstanding for 
extraordinary work, in order to determine what ought 
to be stopped or abandoned, and what ought to be con- 
tinued, and the means applicable to any 
they may require. 

Asecond measure is the careful and thorough in- 


vestigation of ordinary expenses and repairs, for the 


purpose of keeping them down to the lowest point 
consistent with the efficiency of the canals.

WHAT THEY INTEND DOING. 

Yesterday was quite a busy day among the 
Over-apseased merchants aud business men gen- 
erally of the South Side. They intend to com- 
mence proceedings at once in court against the 
onerous burden of 52 per cent added by the State 
Board, and to r the payment wherever the 
returns bave been raised by the Assessors. In 
regard to these bummers, for most of them were 
nothing else, every day brings to light 

SOME NEW RASCALITY. f 

When the Assessor was busy on Fifth avenue 
he went into a furnishing-goods house and de- 
manded silk-scarfs, shirts, and other little 
etceteras for making low assessments, 
or none at all. He went to one firm, 
and asked for six shirts, saying, “I'll put 
you down damned low.” The Assessor never 
got the shirts, and now the shirt man is 
**socked ” so badly that he must needs go to the 
courts for relief. 

ANOTHER INSTANCE | 
is that of the assessment made on Messrs. James 
P. McNamara & Co., commission boot and shoe 
merchants at No. 447 Wabash avenue. The As- 
sessor deliberately took a pair of boots, and 
then came back a few days after and demanded 
$20, which of course he did not get, and so the 
firm were rewarded by being so outrageously as- 
sessed that they are compelled to ask relief from 


the courts. It is said that a prominent 
city oflicer visited some f his friends 
before the assessment was made on 


the South Side, and told them that he wouid 
introduce them to the Assessor awd there would 
be no further trouble. This may account for so 
many names being omitted entirely from the 
personal-tax list this year. 
ANOTHER GHAMEFUL PROCEEDING 
is said to have taken place on the part of a mem- 
ber of the Legislature from the Bridgeport Dis- 
trict. It is asgerted that he, in company with 
another city official, visited certain firms and for 
a consideration had them either not assessed at 
all or very low. This seems very plauaibie from 
the fact that some of the most prominent houses 
in the city are not taxed anywhere 
near proportionately with the smaller ones, 
and some not at all.

by the railroads againet this city met again yes- 
terday morning at half past 9 o’clock, pursuant 
to adjournment, Mr. E. B. Stevens in the chair, 
and W. T. Baker acting as Secretary. 

Most of the work done the day previous was 
gone over again to have the proceedings taken 
down in fall by the stenographic reporter. 

Mr. Dater stated that he had collected some 
very important facts regarding the unjust dis- 
criminations made against Chicago's interest. 
He, however, preferred to get all his evidence 
complete before laying it before the Committee. 

Mr. Crocker said that it was almost an impos- 
sibility for Chieago commission merchants to 
sell flour to Eastern customers on accounts of 
the unjust discriminations made against this 
city. Only a sbort ume ago a customer came to 
um asking for a rate on flour from Davenport 
to New York, as he had to ship a large lot. He 
weut to the agent ot the Blue Line, and was in- 
formed that they gould take no less than 90 
cents from Chicago in addition to the 25 cents 
charged to Chicago, The person who wanted 
the flour shipped thought he could do better, 
and went to some, other commission merchant, 
who succeeded in shipding the flour by the Red 
Line at 80 cents from Chicago to New York. 

Mr. Baker stated that he bad a fetter from a 
correspondent in Boston, staung that grain wee 
shipped to that place from Milwaukee at 40 
cents. 

Mr. Herman, of the firm or Clinton Briggs & 
Co., said that owing to these discriminations 
their business had greatly fallen off. Nearly all 
their customers were getting their flour from 
Milwaukee on account of the more favorable 
rates. They could not manufacture flour as 
cheap as the Minnesota and Wisconsin mullers 
because it cost them more to get the wheat. 
He had evidence in his possession that flour was 
now shipped from Milwaukee to Bakimore at 68 
per car jess than from Chicago. He nad not yet 
learned by which line it went, but he was making 
efforts to find out. 

Mr. Pope thougnt Mr. Herman's statement of 
great importance. As the flour went to Balti- 
more there could scarcely be a doubt but it was 
shipped via Chicago.

The creditors of the bankrupt Commercial 
Loa Company and Savings Bank held auotber 
meeting last evening for the purpose of reveiv- 
iug propositions from bankers to start another 
bank at the place of the oid one.

CIAO, Jan. 5.—I have read the article in 
Tuesday's Trisune on the subject of lighting 
the City of Chicago by the Globe Gas-Light 
Company, who propose to light the city upon 
their mode of lighting with their kind of lamps; 
nothing being said of the amount of light each 
lamp is to give in comparison to what such ligbt 
costs with its present brilliancy as now used by 
the gity. I understand this Giobe Gas-Ligbt 
Company are to charge the city at the rate 
of $44 per lamp if permitted to light 
2.000 lights or lamps, to be used upon any streets 
the city may designate. Now, as an ecovomist, 
and advocating a feeling of strictest economy 
combined with due regard for utility in hghiing 
our citv, I would most respectfully ask and sug- 

‘gest that a new and apparently cheaper mode 
for the city to ad would be to substitute 
within every alte ia mp a suitable glass, or 
metal lamp, boldgg 1 pilit or more of kerosene 
oil, suitably tringmed and wicked, costing only 
about 25 cents br each lamp thus substituted 
for gas. i of oil to be burned 
every night at /20 cents per gallon for each lamp 


gas-lighter to be paid something extra to keep 
said oil-lamps\clean, trimmed, and lighted. I 
think the cite will be hardly able to discern 

i amount of light as com- 
pared with what is Dow given. The streets by 
this mode will be as well lighted at less than 
balf the present cost.

HOUSEHOLD-SUFFRAGE. 
To the Ed:tor of The Chicago I[ridune: 

Cuicaco, Dec. 30.— Tue following isa transla- 
tio; trom the Courier des Elats- Unis, of a recent 
speech in the French Assentdly, embodying sub- 
stantially the same proposition apd the same line 
of reasoning as that of the Hon. J. R. Doolittle 
in bia address before the Rockford Agricultural 
Association last fail. 

Although the ameodment was not carried in 
the French Assembly, it was received with great 
approbation by a large number of the body. 
Douptiess, whea the subject comes to be fuliy 
discussed, it will be adopted in every country 
where universal suffrage exi~ts. 

In the National Assembly of France, M. De 
Belcastel proposed, as an amendment to their 
Constitutivo, aa: every married mau should nave 
a comp unentary or double vote; and iu support 
of his ameud went, made a very able speech, in 
the course of which, among other things, he 
bald: 


It is not for the faint pleasure of making a 
profession of faith, nor giving ucteracce to pure 
theory, that I have reva ied these tuings id re- 
lation to uuive:sai suffrage. It is to place the 
unt er in the clear gut of truth. Uviversal 
sallrage being to-day, iu fect, the oaly organ of 
ualioual soveeigaty, it is umportaut to demand 
r it every guarantee compatible with ciicum- 
stances, aud with its princivle. That is the ob- 
ject of my amendment, and, ja few words, I bove 
o show it. 

‘Lhe double vote of tather and husband is 3 
guarantee for the famiuly,—is the true basis of 
the State. 

It is the reunion of the sacred ashes of the 
fireside, and not the dust of the streets, which 
makes the sacred soil of the couutry. 

Yes, be who founds a family, aud prepares to 
perpetuate bis race and ois name, gives to suciety 
a living pledge uke a ho-tage to guard wt. He 
is n. qt e intetested in its future than the man who 
glides through che world ieaying nothing beulud 
ulm; the mere sport of human destiny; living 
only ior bim>eif and for h.e owa time. He bet- 
ter appreciates morality and pubic security who 
bas tue modes y Of the wiie to protect him 
against ali scandal. He better comprebends the 
price and the cuoditivus of order who puts a 
ruie upon his owu life, and whe has a power to 
exercise. Le vishes wore to preserve the social 
editice who is bimself the king of a household. 
however widest it may be, and of which his wife 
is the crown. 

Do vou know. gentiemen, what the Mayor of 
Paris one day said to me aud ue is present in 
this body. I know,” said he. the great city, 
its riots and its revolutious; aud i tell you that 
the laborers woo live in regular households are 
not. in general, urged to the barricades by their 
legitimate wives. It us thosé who live lives of 
free love who are always pushed to the fire by 
those adventuresses who pour forth the vileness. 
tue druukennese, and the poison of civil wars.” 

There are countries which give the vote only 
to heads of families. Ido not ask so much as 
that; but to demand «a distinction in favor of 
heads of families, is that too much? I add that 
the distinction which I propose is briefly and 
simply defined. It is noching which partakas of 
priviiege of fortune or of birth. The democratic 
nerve of the most susceptible cannot be wounded 
by it. I would not weist upon lesser motives. 
Une could say that the man who has two votes 
goes more willingly to the polle, and that it w 
one means to rouse the elector from indifference ; 


- out there are higher motives. The double vote 


of the facher of a family will restore the pater- 
nal dignity. Wao does not know, Lat thougbt- 
ful wan aud moralist is not profoundly moved 
with the thought, that paternal authority bas be- 
come the butt of a thousand ou es, a thou- 
saud assaults. The romances aud theatres, the 
want of discipline of children, every day draw 
it down to theearth. If there is to be no regen- 
eration of that authority, one could see it would 
surely perish. 

By that double vote you will testify that the 
fatber of a family, in his political riguts as 
well as in his civil and natural rights, is 2 
superior. You will aitest that, in the eye of the 
law, be is regarded as More sage, more 
more worthy to take partin the government of 
his country, than the young man whos life may 
float with the winds. This rendered to 


men, is, restraining or injuring 
an.versal suffrage by adopting my amendment, 
you will enlarge it; you will realize a great prog- 
ress. 

The word universal is heard on every hand. 
but it is not true. There is, under the domestic 
roof, a woman whom your law forgets. There is 
a public force, legitimate as salutary, which you 
do not understand. There is 6 social right 
which you treat as if it did not exist. 1 said, in 
the beginning, that an Electoral law ought faith- 
fally to speak the will of the country. Very 
well, I demand it. Whem is to be found the 
true thought of the country? Is it here, or is it 
there, to be found,—the inspiration, the immor- 
tal soul of France? It is worthy of you, gentle- 
men, to give to the family that representation 
which it s. It is worthy of your beats to 
stamp it with the impress of Christianity; to 
give to the French wife this new dignity as 3 
civic dowry, of which she bears the honor at the 
conjugal de. | 

This reform which I propose is very simple and 
very easy. It adapteitself to all times, because 
it is based upon an eternal law.

GENERAL BUSINESS. 
MARGIN DEPOSITS. 

A case is now on trial before Judge Woods, a 
member of the Bar, which involves the question 
of the liability of the Cook County National 
Bank one large number of margin certificates 
issued by it on certain contracts of Sturges in bis 
well-known operations of 1873. The suit is 
brought by the Board of Trade agaist the bank 
to recover about $80,000. The plamtiff claims 
that the bank issned the certificates in question, 
thus declaring that the amount of such certifi- 
cates was in its vaults to pay them, and that it 
should be required to make its promises good ; 
that the certificates have since passed 
into the hands of innocent parties; and that the 
bank is liable, even though no money was, at 
the time of the issuing of such certificates, in 
the bank with which to pay them. The bank, 
on the contrary, claims that there was po money 
deposited by Sturges to meet the certificates, 
but that they were issued in conformity with an 
agreement which it bad made with him, but that 
it is not in fact liable to pay them now, it never 
baving received say from Sturges for such pur- 
pose, 

About a year ago the Board of Trade began a 
suit on the bond given by the bank to secure 
these and other margin deposits, in order 
to recover the amount due on the Sturges 
contracts, which is still pending. The present 
suit is brought on the certificates against the 
bank, while the former ig on the bond against 
the bank’ssureties. The object, however, is the 
same,—to recover the amount of the Sturges 

certificates of deposit, and the preseut suit is 
pushed on to trial so as to dx the liability of the 
bank, and so compel the Receiver to declare a 
dividend on them along with the other claims 
agains: the bank, before the assets are ex- 
hausted. The case was submitted by agreement 
to Judge Woods so as td expedite a decision. 
Messrs. Lawrence, Campbell & Lawrence, and 
McCay 4 Pratt, appear for the Board of Trade, 
and Monroe, Bisbee & Pall, and Osborn 4 Cur- 
tis, of Rock Is and, for the bank.
